The United States of America and Japan, 

confirming that the United States armed forces 
maintained in Japan under the Treaty of Mutual Cooparati >r, 
and Security between the United States of America and Ja )5.n 
(hereinafter referred to as "the Treaty") and the Agreeia }i.it 
under Article VI of the Treaty of Mutual Cooperation and 
Security between the United States of America and Japan., 
Regarding Facilities and Areas and the Status of United 
states Armed Forces in Japan (hereinafter referred to a» 
"the Status of Forces Agreement" ) , both signed at 
Washington on January 19, 1960 (hereinafter referred to is 
"the united States armed forces"), contribute to th2 
security of Japan and the maintenance of international 
peace and security in the Far East, 

Recalling that, for the purposes of maintaining sta >le 
employment of the workers who are employed by Japan and 
render labor services to the united States armed forces ir 
to the organizations provided" for in paragraph 1(a) of 
Article XV of the status of Forces Agreement (hereinafter 
referred to as "the workers") and ensuring the effective 
operations of the United States armed forces, various 
measures were provided for, inter* alia, special measure*? 
relating to Article XXIV of the Status of Forces Agreemu it 
which sets forth the principles on the sharing of 
expenditures incident to the maintenance of the United 
States armed forces in the Agreement between the united 
States of America and Japan concerning New Special ueasu res 
relating to Article XXIV of the Agreement under Article rx 
of the Treaty of Mutual cooperation and Security between 
the United States of America and' Japan, Regarding 
Facilities and Areas and the Status of United States Ana scl 
Forces in Japan, signed at New York on September 11, 200 ), 

Noting situations involving both countries, 



Recognizing that, for the purpose of ensuring :he 
effective operations of the United States armed ^ for: :es, it 
is necessary to take new special measures relating :o 
Article XXIV of the status of Forces Agreement, 

Have agreed as follows: 

Article I 

Japan will bear, during the Japanese fiscal years 2006 
and 2007, all or a part of the expenditures ir payi ag the 
following wages to the workers: 

(a) base pay, daily wage of daily employees, jpecial 
term employees salary, hourly pay tempore ry en ployees 
hourly pay and theater personnel wage; 

(b) regional allowance, discharge allowance, zamily 
allowance, remote area allowance, special wor) 
allowance,, summer allowance, year end allowance, cold 
area allowance, retirement allowance including 
retirement allowances for workers separated fc] the 
United states armed forces or by the organizai ions 
provided for in paragraph 1(a) of Article XV t f the 
Status of Forces Agreement through reduction : n force 
and for workers whose employment is terminates for • 
duty-connected disability or death due to 
duty-connected injury or illness, involuntary 
severance bonus for employees, affected by redaction in 
force, pro rata bonus for employees affected .' »y 
reduction in force, commutation allowance, conversion 
allowance, position conversion allowance r nig it duty 
allowance, housing allowance, unaccorapan Led d ity 
allowance, additional schedule pay, overtime >a.y, 
hourly pay temporary employees premium pay, h U.iday

Article II 



Japan will bear, during the Japanese fiscal years :2O06 
and' 20 07, all or a part of the expenditures in paying costs 
of the following procured for official purposes in Jaf an by 
the United states armed forces, or by authorized 
procurement agencies of the United States armed forces upon 
appropriate certification: 

(a) electricity , gas, water supply and sewerage from 
public utilities; and 

.(b) fuels for heating, cooking and hot water s-i ?ply 
riot included in (a) above. 

Article III 

With regard to training that the United Stages a ir.ed 
forces conduct using any specific facilities and area i 
among those facilities and areas the use of whici is 
granted to the United States of America under Article VI of 
the Treaty (hereinafter referred to as " facilities an I 
areas"), in cases where the United States of America,, upon' 
a request of the Government of Japan made, at the Join; 
Committee provided for in paragraph 1 of Article XXV >£ the 
Status of Forces Agreement (hereinafter referred to a > "the 
Joint Committee"), changes to the use of other f acil.l :ies 
and areas instead of using the said specific f aciliti as and 
areas all or a part of the said training, Japan will Dear 
all or a part of the additional expenditures incident to 
such changes, provided that the Government of Japan, ?n 
making the above mentioned request, notifies the Government 
of the United States of America that Japan will bear 
expenditures in accordance with the provisions of thi 3 
Article. 

Article IV 

The United States of America will make effcrts X :> 
economize the expenditures referred to in Article I, 
Article II and Article III. 



Article V 



Japan will determine, for each Japanese fiscal year, 
the actual amount of the expenditures that Japan will bear 
under Article I, Article II and Article III respectively, 
and will promptly notify the United States of America of 
such determination.

The United states of America and Japan may

basis of the average of the annual average number of 
workers during the three consecutive fiscal years 
preceding the fiscal year prior to the relevant fiscal 
year (not exceeding 23,055 workers (hereinafter 
referred to as "the upper Limit of the Number of 
Workers")). In case substantial change is predicted 
in the annual average number of workers in a certain 
fiscal year as compared to the average of the arnual 
average number of workers during the three consecutivs 
fiscal years preceding the fiscal year prior to the 
said certain fiscal year, the possibility of mocifyirg 
the annual average number of workers in the 
calculation of the amount of the initial draft tudget 
request for the said certain fiscal year, so far as 
the annual average number of workers in the said 
certain fiscal year does not exceed the Upper Limit c f 
the Number of Workers, will not be excluded.

3- In implementing the provisions of Article V of t.'ie 

Agreement, the Government of Japan takes the policy ti 
calculate the amount of the initial draft budget 
request for each Japanese fiscal year for those 
expenditures/ which Japan will bear in accordance wit 
the provisions of Article III of the Agreement, takin 
into account the estimate of the relevant costs 
submitted by the Government of the United States of 
America . 

4. It is confirmed that, in order to assure the proper 
execution of this bearing of expenditures, the t'ao 
Governments may consult under the provisions of 
Article VI of the Agreement.
